“The antarctic continent is the el- 
derado of the south. It is highly | 
mineralized and the coal fields are 
immense. In the days when it was 
a tropical region it must have been 
a wonderful place,” he said. 

In July of next year, he will start 
on a five-year drift across the arctic 
basin in the Fram, and may attempt 
to reach the North Pole,

Metal Trades Solid Against 
Tarif, Revision. 


W orkmen Would Lose Most 
Witnesses Declare. 


“Let Duties Alone,” Warning 


to Committee. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRD TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—*Keep 
the tariff as it stands or a hardship 
will result to American industry.” 
That was the consensus of opinion 
by witnesses at today’s hearing on the 
metal schedule of the tariff by the 
House Committee on Ways and Means. 
The committee heard representa- 
tives of the lead and zinc producers 
of the West and Missouri, manu- 
facturers of printing presses, machine 
tool manufacturers and others allied 
with the metal trades, all of whom 
presentea a solid front against a re- 
vision of the present tariff rates. 
Chairman Underwood pointed out 
that the committee was legislating for 
revenue for the present and not figur- 
ing on what might happen in the fu- 


“This committee,” he said, “can not 
legisiate on your fears and on condi- 
tiems you say you expect. The cdém- 
mittee ought to legislate to meet con- 
ditions as they arise.” 

George W. Cook of Denver, rep- 
resenting the zinc and lead industry 
of Colorado, asserted that if lead and 
zinc were placed on the free list over 
100 producing mines and concentrat- 
ing mills in twenty-two States, would 
close down, 

WILL PLEASE GERMANS. 

William Smythe ofthe American 
Machine Company pictured the Ger- 
man manufacturer as “rubbing his 
hands with delight” over the prospect 
of the removal of the duty on ma- 
chine tools. He said the German 
manufacturer has special interna- 
tional rates and added that 
and England possess the great ex- 
port e of the world.

PROTECTION BENEFITS LABOR. 

Mr. Bennett said the 30 per cent. 
tariff really went to labor, as it wag 
less than the difference in the cost of 
labor between the United States and 
foreign counties. He eaid that while 
actual exports of American printing 
presses were increasing they were not 
making the increase the Germans 
were. He admitted that the tariff 
would not help the Americans in the 
foreian market, his contention being 
to protect the home market against 
cheaper labor abroad.

-Fortieth street intersection was call- 


@s good as they look. These bilis 
bear the likeness of William McKin- 
ley. One bank in the city received 
four of these bills Thursday after- 
neen from reputable business men 
who had received them during the 
Gay's trade. The paying teller sent 
them by messengér to the govern- 
ment inspector in the Federal Build- 
ing. They are such excellent repre- 
@entations that nune but experts may 
detect them. 

It is believed the spurious McKin- 
ley bills were made five years ago, 
But the deceit was quickly detected 
and secret service men thought they 
had suppressed it. The bills then 
issued were tens and twenties, but 
#0 far the reappearance of the bad 
money has not brought any of the 
timitation twenties to light. 

The bogus money bilis are imita- 
tions of bank notes issued by the Ex- 
change National Bank of Columbia, 
Mo. Secret Service Operative George 
Hazen said that spurious bills of the 
game make appeared six months ago 
in the East. He believes that the 
person who is passing out the bad 
money is traveling and perhaps does 
mot remain long in one city.

SCHOOLS 
GET MILLIONS. 


QUARTERLY APPORTIONMENT IS; 


The second quarterly apportionment 
of Los Angeles county school moneys 
for the year ending in June, 1913, 
reaching a total in excess of $3,500,- 
000, was announced yesterday by Su- 
perintendent Keppel. Of this amount 
$1,315,780 is set aside for the high 
schools, and the remainder is divided 
among the salary, special, county and 
library funds of the elementary sys- 
tem. 

A portion of the county fund 
amounting to $761,977 is divided into 
a salary fund of $461,516, a library 
fund of $21,075 and a county fund re- 
mainder of $279,385, all for the ele- 
mentary schools, The special tax ap- 
portionment, from .funds raised sep- 
arately in each district, is $1,504,569, 
or*about 70 per cent. of the amount 
apportioned from the special tax for 
the year in the elementary districts. 

The high school apportionments 
cover the collections from high school 
district taxes and the amounts set 
aside from the county tuition tax funda 
for non-resident high school pupils. 
From the latter source the sum real- 
ized ig $30,599, and from district tax- 
ation, $1,285,181 

In March an apportionment will be 
made from the State schoo! fund, and 
in May from the county and special 
taxes. The larger amounts from’ the 
salary, county and special funds, re- 
oo in the elementary districts 
ollow:

Deputy District Attorney Blair Chills Fervid Oratory 
of Ex-Censor’s Defense With Merciless Recapitulation

N an address bristling with solid, 
concrete facts, Deputy District 
Attorney Frank Blair opened his 
argument to the jury yesterday after- 
noon in the Eddie trial. He will re- 
sume his address at 9 o'clock this 
morning, concluding about an hour 


later. The instructions of the court 
will not take more than _three- 
quarters of an hour. The jury will 


at all events retire to its room for 
deliberation before noon. Court at- 
taches predict several hours will be 
required in reaching a verdict. 
Laboring under the handicap of a 
bad cold that rendered his voice 
hoarse, Blair delivered one of ithe 
most effective speeches of the law- 
yers’ argument so far. He pictured 
the suspended City Prosecutor as a 
man holding a high official positivn, 
one to whom thousands of men and 
women loked for the enforcement of 
misdemeanors and city ordinances. He 
said that if such a person viviated 


as speedily as the obscure malefactor 
who lacked friends, money and in- 
fluence. 

REFLECTION ON CITY. 

Biair said he resented in the name 
of the citizens of Los Angeles the 
insinuations of counsel for the de- 
fense that “special interests’’ were 
back of the arrest and prosecution of 
the defendant. In particular, ihe

BLAIR’S LOGICAL TALK 
BEFORE EDDIE JURY. 


EPUTY DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
BLAIR’S address in the main 
was as follows: 

John W. Webster was charged with 
the murder of Dr. Parkman. Prof. 
Webster had an international reputa- 
tion. He belonged to many societies 
in England, as well as those of his na- 
tive land. In the trial of that case 
the statement of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State of Massachusetts is 
one of the great statements by a law- 
yer in the trial of cases, one that calis 
us from passionate addresses of coun- 
sel for the defense to the sober judg- 
ment of pronouncing a man guilty of 
a violation of law. — 

Gentiemen, that is what you arc 
called upon to do. Y¥ou have listened 
to splendid addresses by able counsel, 
eloquent speakers, but after all you, 
as jurors of this.county, are to pass 
judgment upon a man for the viola- 
tion of law. 

Here is a man who has occupied a 
public position, that of City Prosecu- 
tor. Counsel argued and urged upon 
your attention the fact that there 
were many iaterests (he mentioned 
one, the theatrical profession) back 
of the prosecution. I don't know why 
he mentioned that, unless to set a 
chair without draperies on it upon 
the stage might, in the eyes of the 
public censor, be an offense. I don't 


know counsel mentioned thea- 


ters, unless he had in mind the fact 
that the City Prosecutor had censored 
plays upon the stage. 

Now, let's listen to the language of 
Mr. Clifford, as he addressed the jury, 
taking into consideration this prom- 
inent character in the city of Los An- 
geles, Guy Eddie, who has been City 
Prosecutor of the rvoming-house or- 
dinance, anti-picketing ordinances, 
and what not. I now quote: “But, 
gentiemen, we deceive ourselves if we 
suppose it impossible that one hold- 
ing such a position as his could have 
done thig thing. The annals of crime 
forbid us to indulge such a pleasant 
delusion. We have been too much 
accustomed to regard crime as native 
only to the low levels of social life, as 
skuiking out from ites dark hiding 
places of squalor, ignorance and de- 
pravity, to inflict its deadly blows up- 
on society. But the history of great 
crimes of violence shows that neither 
intellectual culture, high social posi- 
tion, nor even the refining influences 
of cultivated domestic life, can prove 
a shield against strong temptation,

not its anchorage deep and firm in 
steadfast religious principle.” 

If that is true in crimes of violence, 
more is it true when it comes to the 
natural passions of man. And if great 
crimes of violence are found some- 
times in high nosition, how much 
more when it comes to passion that 
appeals to his physical nature? Thus 
it is that we have in this case no or- 
dinary individual being tried for a 
crime. Many a poor man has sat at 
the bar of justice, and listened to the 
evidence coming in against him, who 
has not had the money nor the influ- 
ence surrounding bim such as this de- 
fendant has. 

NO ORDINARY CASE. 

This case is not an ordinary one, 
for the City Prosecutor of the city of 
Los Angeles is on trial. He is on trial 
for an immoral act, committed 
against the statutes of the State of 
California. 

It was the duty of this defendant as 
City Prosecutor to prosecute bewdy 
houses, as they arose in the city of 
Los Angeles. It was his duty to keep 
back this murky tide that was lift- 
ing itd head ard striking at the social 
life of the city. If tnat is true, and if 
he is guilty of this crime, i®is all the 
more enormous, because he yilolated 
his duty. 

You have sacrificed to pay high 

taxes in the city of Los Angeles. Your 
family has had to sacrifice to pay the 
taxes of the city and of the county. 
Your good housewife is doubtless a 
close buyer, trying to make ends meet, 
to send the children to school and 
keep them respectable in the commu- 
nity. 
And, gentlemen of the jury, the 
poor man who gets up in the morn- 
ing ir the cold to go to his daily 
task is making a living for his fam- 
ily and is helping pay the taxes of the 
city, to keep up the City Hall, to keep 
up the City Prosecutor's office, to 
equip it with desks and chairs; to pay 
the salary of the City Prosecutor. But 
that is a picture counsel on the other 
side didn't take 
did they. No, they forgot it. 

Tf this defendant is guilty under 
this evidence, you and I have been 
paying the taxes, paying our cold, 
hard cash that the passions of this 
defendant might be appeased in the 
very place our taxes go to support. 

Now, that ts a cold fact, isn’t it? 
It is just as cold a fact as any could 
be imagined, and yet it is absolute- 
ly true, that ff this defendant be

on Oranges—Severe. Blow. 


Olive Growers’ Rrepresenta tive at Washington Wires 
Prospect That Fruit Will Be Put on Free List, | 
Lemons Also, and Material Reduction Made in Tariff, 


| EMONS on the free list, a 50 per 
L cent. reduction in the duty on 
olive ofl and a material reduction 
in the duty on oranges, affecting 200,- 
000 Californians and jeopardizing in- 
dustries in which $200,000,000 is in- 
vested, is the prospect held forth by 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives, accord- 
ing to a telegram received yesterday 
from President Huff of the American 
Olive Company, who appeared before 
the committee In Washington as the 
representative of the Olive Protective 
League of California. 

The telegram was to Manager 
Johnson of the American Olive Com- 
pany, and explains itself as follows: 

“Filed brief with committee, but 
candid opinion is that the Democrats, 
who have 150 majority in the Houge, 
will cut tariff on olive oil regardless 
of any interests or influence brought 
to bear. View expressed that Califor- 
nia is already asking too much and 
that our 300,000-gallon production 
not worthy of consideration®in con- 
nection with imports of 4,000,000 gal- 
lons yearly. Conversation with com- 
mitteemen and Democratic represent- 
atives leaves no doubt duty on olive 
oil will be cut from 40 to 20 cents. 
while duty on oranges also cut, and 
lemons placed on free list. General 
tone for complete revision of tariff 
schedules.” 

WOULD BE DEATH BLOW. 

“Well, it will simply kill olive 
growing in California,” stated Man- 
ager Johnson of the American Olive 
Company, when asked the effect of 
the proposed reduction. “I am dis- 

ouraged, for it looked like the olive 
ndustry was going to thrive out here. 
No, it won't hurt us so much as it will 
the grower. The grower has been get- 
ting $22 a ton for his olives. When 
they cut the tariff the grower will 
be in luck to get half that. Under 
_ Dingley tariff they got $7.50 a 
n 


Johnson was asked if the tariff re- 
duction would mean cheaper olive ofl. 
He replied that at the outside the 


© 


consumer might save 21-8 cents a 
gallon, but believed that the fm£- 
porters would absorb all profits. 
“The yearly duty on olive oil has 
been $1,600,000,” stated Johnson. “As 
I see it the importers will simply put 
$800,000 in thelr pockets and put it 
down as legitimate profit. This te 
the plan the importers have been 
working on for years, and a reduction 


year for them is 
working for.” 
‘LEMONS AND ORANGES. 

“Putting lemons on the free list is 
the severest blow the industry could 
get,” was the statement of Assistant 
General Manager Dezell of the Calf- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange. “Tt 
is a shame, Just when the lemon grow~ 
ers were getting on their feet and 
saw prosperity ahead. Well, the lem. 
on importers have been kicking on 
that 1% cent a pound duty for years 
and now it looks like they had won.” 

Dezell was asked the effect a tariff 
reduction would have on the oranges 
industry. He stated that he doesn't 
know, but believes that there is soe 
particular fight on the orange tariff, 
such as there is on olive ofl and lem- 
on tariffs. 

“We produce the best and cheapest 
oranges in the world out here,” 
stated Dezell. “Everybody ts pretty 
well satisfied of this fact and no one 
has been waging much of a fight on 
the l-cent orange tariff. We don't 
want to forget, however, that Spain's 
orange acreage is about as great as 
ours and that they have cheap labor 
over there. It is not improbable thag 
the Spanish growers will avail them-< 
selves of the cheap water transit and 
drive us out of the eastern markets.” 

According to the best figures avafil- 
able at tRis time there is $150,006.. 
000 invested in orange growing and 
packing In-the State, $30,000,000 in 
the lemon tmd@ustry, and $10,000,000 
in the olive Mdustry. It is figured

Counsel, time and again, have called 
your ettention to the fact it was the 
duty among other things, for the City 
Prosecutor to prosecute neWspapers 
for libel. The newspapers for libel! 
What if the newspapers should take 
the evidence in this case and give it 
to the world as it has done, and as 
it will continue to do? The press is 
always loyal to the interests of our 
city, always fighting for the interests 
of Los Angeles. 


What if the newspapers, true as 
they always have been to their trust, 
should blush with shame to tel] the 
world what has happened in this city? 
And yet, they will not fail to do it 
They will not fall to do it any more 
than I will not fail on this occasion 
to talk for the people of the State 
of Califernia. 

Mark me, they will not fail to tell, 
even though it causes a blush, to tell 
all the country about this man whose 
business it has been to prosecute 
newspapers for libel, and to prose- 
cute questionable houses and lodging- 
houses. 


Do you, gentlemen, think that I 
ought not te talk to yéu as I am talk- 
ing; that I ought to keep still, retain 
my place tn my chair and be silent 
under this evidence? I will not, gen- 
tlemen, as long as you give me the 
privilege to talk. 

GUILTY CONSCIENCE. 

I will expose this man as a hypo- 
crite in the community. 

Nights will come with their black 
curtains to shut off the light of day. 
A man will lie upon his couch when 
the silence of the night is on, but he 
knows God Almighty can see into his 
heart. Through the nights that shall 
come and through the years that shall 
follow, this defendant must face his 
accusing conscience, and cannot es- 
cape it. 

He must think through those long 
hours of the night when he tosses 
on his restless pillow of how he per- 
jured himself before this jury, and 
he knows that when life shall end and 
he shall take on the immortal life 
that he must give answer to the King 
of the world for perjuring himeelf 
in thie case, to shield himself in this 
ease, to cover up his nefarious acts 
and to keep his friends from believ- 
ing in his guilt. 

Through ali these long nights his 
conscience will sting him, as he thinks 
of the falsity of his testimony in this 
case. I would not go through with 
it for the world. God help me; I 
would not face that, not for the king- 
domsa of the world.. I want to sleep 
when I go to bed. I want to get up 
in the morning and look every man 
in the face. 

I think the court will give you an 
instruction to the effect of the 
credibility of witnesses; that you 
have a right to take into considera- 
tion the interest a witness may have 
in considering his evidence. When 
this case is given to you for your 
deliberation, I most sincerely ask 
your close attention to thet instruc- 
tion of the court. 

IN EDDIE'S ROOM. 

Let us see what actually occurred 
in Bddie’'s room. He stands against 
the wall; he is alone, and there are 
five witnesses who testified as to what 
occurred. There is the testimony of 
Mrs. Phelps, Mclaughlin, D. A. 
Johnston. Officer Lioyd, and Mr. Hol- 
man. McLaughiin is eworn by a 
judge of the Superior Court as a 
Humane officer. Counsel stated none 
of these men were officers, except by 
name. Well, here is Mr. McLaughlin, 
whom one of counsel! called the ‘genial 
Irishman.’ Have you discovered any 
evidence in this case, anything show- 
ing that D. F. McLaughlin has any 
interest, bias or prejudice in this 
case. 

Counsel stated in his opening 
statement that he would prove that 
there was a gigantic conspiracy 
hatched to “do up” this defendant, 4 
conspiracy carried out toward that 
end political or business or other- 
wise. If there he! been a conspiracy 
in this case. there has been a 
“gigantic conspiracy” on the part of 
the defendant, and his zealous friends 
to cover up the tracks of the defend- 
ant. That is where the conspiracy is, 
if there be conspiracy In this case. 

Mclanghiin’s duties as a member 
of the Humane Society is to prose- 
cute just such cases as we now have 
in this court. He looks after those 
under age, under the Juvenile law. 
You will find him every day in the 
courts, dealing with just such cases 
as you have got here before you. 

It came to hie attention, as the 
evidence shows, that there was some- 
thing wrong with the City Prosecu- 
tor’s o@ice. It came through one whe 
has testified in this case, Mrs. Phelps. 
It came in a roundabout way, as 
such things usually come. It came 
from Mre.

If 
Mr. McLaughlin had refused to have 
investigated there could have been 
a@ charge preferred against him for 
not carrying out the duties of his 
office, just as against any officer who 
refuses to act.

I have here considerable evidence 
touching upon just what I have been 
talking about.

He is a man whose occupation has 
been that of the most honorable, and 
I think that counsel asked that ques- 
tion for Mr. Bristow’s benefit. I 
know that he is teo much of a man 
and too good a citizen to be influenced 
by that which occurred, which was 
done for the express purpose, I 
think, of prejudicing him. 

When Johnston was upon the stand 
counsel asked him if he had ever 
worked for Zeehandelaar, secretary of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 

n. Johnston said “Yes.” 
Where does that come into the evi- 
dence In titis case? Is there anything 
whatever that brings Mr. Zeehande- 
laar’s name into this case in the way 
of evidence? Not a thing. And yet 
that question was asked to prejudice 
the mind of a fair, square and honest 
man, and I think it will fail. 

M’LAUGHLIN. 


‘Don't be afraid of anybody nor any- 
thing, but after you have scrutinised 
McLaughlin's testimony if you find 
any undue motive, any undue reason, 
any bias or prejudice or influences 
working upon him for testifying as 
he did, brand him—brand YWim— 
brand him. Put it all over him, just 
as they do in the Federal depart- 
ment when a counterfeit bill comes in. 

McLaughlin leads the prosecution 
in this case. It is true we do not have 
te depend wholly upon his testimony. 
There is the testimony of cthers upon 
whom they have sought to heap in- 
famy by suggestion. 

Suggestion may be all right in a 
certain realm of medicine. I doubt 
not but what suggestion is al] right 
when it comes to the treatment of 
nervous diseages, but suggestion in a 
case like this against the character 
of Johnston, Lioyd and Holman don’t 
go. You have got to put other tests 
than suggestion on the part of coun- 
sel before you can brand the testi- 
mony of the people's witnesses. 

Nimmo, whose office was just east 
of Gardner's, heard the crash. He 
didn't know whatit was.

He corroborates McLaughlin, Hol- 
man, Lioyd, Johnston and Mrs. 
Pheips. That corroborates the testi- 
mony all the way throegh. Eddie 
was there when he got there. Eddie 
had his back up to the wall. Mc- 
Laughlin was standing on one side 
and Lioyd on the other. Mrs. Phelps 
was sitting in a chair on the other 
side of the room.

When Nimmo came in he saw Mrs. 
Phelps on the other side of the desk 
sitting down, and we must remember 
that he got there shortly after that 
crash, just about as quickly as he 
zould come there, because Johnston 
met him, and he went right In with 
Johnston, they both went right in to- 
gether. That don’t tally with the 
testimony of the Metzgers and of Gib- 
aon. I said before that they are out 
of the scene. We have actually found 
them to be completely submerged. 

They are nowhere in sight. It was 
not true that they saw Mrs. Phelps 
bidding good-by to somebody, stepping 
out of the door into Gardnery room, 
That was made out of whole cloth. 


GREAT EXPLOSION. 

VISALIA, Jan. 10.—Officials of the 
Mt. Whitney Power Company and a 
number of invited guests witnessed 
yesterday the firing of a charge of 
40,000 pounds of high-power dynamite 
in connection with work for a new 
plant being built by the corporation 
on the Kaweah River, east of this city. 
This is said to have been the largest 
single blast of dynamite ever fired in 
Central California construction work. 
It is estimated that the biast, which 
was placed in about 1200 feet of tun- 
neling, displaced 100,000 yards of dirt 
and rock. Approximately $1,000,000 
will be spent in construction of the 
plant, which will be the fourth for 
the company in this district. Among 
the large items of construction cost 
was an $88,000 road up the Kaweah, 
built for transportation of machinery 
and supplies.

THE STORY. 

This story is most distinctly an ela- 
boration of the preceding far 
as man is concerned. There are cer- 
tain references to the reconstruction 
processes in the material order be- 
neath man, but they are only em- 
ployed to introduce the particular 
description of man. In our previous 
lesson, man was placed in his rela- 
tion to creation, Ip generai terms. In 
that we saw that he was the crea- 
tion of God; that he was made in the 
Divine image, and likeness; that he 
was of dual nature, male and female; 
that he was of regnant capacity. In 
this account we have more particu- 
lara, as to his nature, his tcspon- 
sibilities, and in his completeness in 
woman. 

As to his nature man is revealed 
as related to the material univerge, 
and to the spiritual world. This is 
the particular value of this story. 
The two elements merging in his be- 
ing are those of the dust of the 
ground and of the breath o lives. 
It is well in this connection at we 
should be reminded that both of these 
are originally of God. The dust of 
the ground -was not something 
separated from Deity, but created by 
God. It was part of the original 
earth. The story does not tell us the 
particular form of the particular 
dust. The point is that it was part 
of the material earth. The breath of 
life, or of lives, as it really is, was 
communicated by the direct action 
of God, that action constituting the 
crisis which between this 


se 
being and all that hed preceded 


him; and equipped him for his work 
of exercising dominion over the whole 
creation. It was by this breathing 
that he became a living soul, that is 
to say. the nature of his Iife is re- 
vealed in this story. Wholly of God, 
there merged in his persunality, and 
consequently in his consciousness the 
material and the spiritua!, dust and 
Deity. 

In the second place the story sets 
before us the responsibilities of mean. 
This is revealed tn the story of the 
garden. The garden was an Iillustra- 
tion of the whole earth, and of man’s 
relation to it. If you multiply the 
garden you find the earth. If you 
multiply the ‘finan you find the race. 
The relation of the race to the earth 
in the economy of God was illustrated 
in the relation of this n.an to this 
garden. 

The responsibilities are twofold: 
first to the earth itself, and secondly 


‘to God. The responsibilities of, man 
to the earth’ are that ne is to dress; 


and to keep it. These wurds need 
careful consideration. The first is 
suggestive of cultivation, the dis- 
covery of secrets, and the leading 
forth to their full realization of the 
forces resident within the earth. The 
second suggests the necvressity of 
guarding. It .¢ in itself a recognition 
of the fact of forces in the universe 
antagonistic to the purposes of God, 
and that name is placcd here to act 
on behalf of God, not only in the 
cultivation of the earth, but in guard- 
ing it against these forces. 

His responsibilities toward God may 
be summarized as those cf liberty 
within limits. He was placed tn com- 
plete contro! over nature, but under 
the authority of God this limitation 
was symbolized by one tree of which 
he was forbidden to partake. 

As in the original purpcse man was 
to be made male and female; here we 
have the account of how that was 
realized. Woman is the helpmeet of 
the man. Consciously of himself, sep- 
arated in order to volitional unfon,, 
and to the consequent realization of 
the social nature, and for the con- 
tinuity of the race. 

THE TEACHING. 


The teaching of this lesscn consists 

of its further revelation of God, and 
His relation to man. 

We are at once arrested by the fact 
that in this story, God is referred to 
by a new name, Jehovah Elohim. It 
cecurs eleven times in the course of 
the lesson, and in the course of the 
next lesson nine times, that is twenty 
In all. It only occurs in this form once 
again in the rest of the Pentateuch 
(Exod. ix, 30,) and in the hole Bible 
there are only nine other occasicns. 
Once it is found in the reverse order.,, 
Elochim Jehovah (Pasim 1, 1) It is 
not within the possibility of the com- 
pass of a lesson such as this to deal 
with the meaning of this title. The 
teacher is, however, advised to con- 
sult Ellicott’s Commentary on Gen- 
esis (Excursus B,) and even more 
carefully an article in the introduction 
to Retherham’s Bible, on the incom- 
municable name. The new title Je- 
hovah, united as it is in this case to 
the great name Elohim, suggests that 
God its one who becomes according to 
His own gocd pleasure. It is a revela- 
tion of His adaptation to human 
needs, and consequently to man. It 
is the title which Is the guarantee of 
all resource. 

In this chapter that thought is 
wonderfully illustrated in the declara- 
tions made concerning Him in His re- 
lation tc man. He “formed man,” 
“planted a garden,” “commanded the 
man,” “said’’ concerning the woman, 
“T will make,” formed beasts, and 
“brought them to the man,” “taused 
a deep sleep to fall upon the man,” 
“Made—a woman.” These activities 
all fllustrate the fact that Elohim, 
the one of all strengths, is the be- 
coming cne to man, adapting Htm- 
self to him, in order that man inay 
adapt himself to Him. : 

THE GOLDEN TEXT. 

The golden text in this case is fit- 
tingly taken from the previous story. 
There it was the inclusive declaration, 
“God created man in His own image.” 
In this story that declaration is ex- 
plained. The teaching ccncerning 
man is of utmost importance. [ty 
first creation he is offspring of God.

For that reason we 
can well believe that Galsworthy’s plays 
would be a financial failure in this coun- 
try—there is always a ring of hopelessness 
about them that leaves us weighted with 
the woes of the world for weeks after. 
They therefore appeal rather to the earnest 
student of social affairs, the intellectual 
literati, the people to whom the knowledge 
will be useful, than to the ordinary folk in 
search of recreation. It is an outcome of 


our passion for specializing. When we are. 
studying social problems we will read Gale- 
worthy and deliberately endure the unhap- | 
py ending, but we positively decline to take 
our pleasures sadly—to mix study and woe | 


with gaiety—for all the world as bad as 
pouring one’s champagne in the soup.

a land of so much beauty as this business | 
will probably stand more sentiment than in | 
any other section on earth. For the crea- | 
tion and expansion of fine feelings it is 


more necessary to make commerce artistic 
than it is to commercialize art. Indeed, a 
renaissance is likely to be the flowering of 
a general trend of refinement, rather than a 
direct appreciation of an art already ex- 
tant. In the renaissance every business is 
glorified and every workman becomes an 
aruusan. When all things are made beau- 
tiful the state is lovely. Rubens was the 


earliest successful organizer of art and he | 


alone of all early masters succeeded in 


| commercializing it. In fact, this early six- 


teenth century genius syndicated himself. 
In almost any large gallery it is not ex- 
ceptional to find Rubens’s signature upon & 
hurdred canvases. Undoubtedly these» 
signatures are genuine, but that is proba- 
bly all of Rubens which any one of these 
canvases contains. He would invent a 
picture and give it to one of his students 
to complete. Art suffered noth in this 
beeause Snyder's Vandyke and Jordaeans 
each excel their master in their own spe- 
cialty, and Rubens sometimes put out pic 
tures from school which bore the 
strokes of three or four coming masters. 
Los Angeles is another Florence, but it is 
larger and it will be better. Every man 
in this city who works in good faith is 
taking a part in laying the foundation of 
a golden age of art in America. The pres- 
euee in Southern California of every man 
showing a touch of genius is to be re- 
garded as significant, but no one must limit 
his idea of this caquntry’s artistic future 
to the artists themselves. The work is to 
be great and therefore it must be general. 
From the man who grades a lot t6 the 
architect who designs a beautiful home 
every citizen must share in the making of 
that loveliness which will eventually be 
Loe Angeles.

THAT 18 GLAVIS. 

{Portland Oregonian:} The picture of 
Louis R. Glavis painted for an admiring 
werld a few years ago 
magazines represented him as a human 
Gibraltar standing erect, undismayed and 
undefiled in a howling sea of graft and 
grafters. He was a special agent of the 
United States Land Office and was the im- 
peccable Glavis who was largely the source 
and foundation of the furious war waged 
on Ballinger. When Glavis was dismissed 
from the service for sound cause he was 
at once canonized by the sympathetic ink- 
spillers who were leading the anti-Ballinger 
crusade; and to this day a large fraction 
of the American people believe Glavis is a 


hero. 

But Glavis is no hero. He never was. 
He is a little grafter, just as he was always 
a palterer, a mischief-maker and an in- 
former and an ingrate. Taken to Califor- 
nia by mistaken friends and admirers, he 
was made secretary of the State Conserva- 
tion Commission and of the Water Com- 
mission, at double the salary of an ordinary 
public employee. His duty and his oath 
commanded him to serve the public; his 
private interest led bim to make an essen- 
tially dubious bargain with one or more 
lumber corporations to promote their wel- 
fare in the prosecution of certain land 


' elaims before the government. It is not 
| clear that Glavis directly betrayed his pub- 


lic employment to serve private ends, or 
that the applications of the companies were 


not in themselves proper. But that his 


arrangement with them was secret, and in 
the circumstances collusive, in view of his 
official position, appears plain. 

That is Glavis. He has been exposed and 
has “resigned.” It is well to reflect that 
what he is he was and what he did to his 
enemies he was certain in turn to do to his 


friends.

Why this sudden craving for longevity? 
Do we really want to live indefinitely be- 


yond a century? Some kind scientist will 


have to augment the recipe with 
some sure remedy for looking 40, something 
that will guarantee us the ability to remain 
at the interesting age of 30 for fifty years 
or so, instead of merely ten as at present. 

We women had comfortably decided long 
ago that 30 was our limit. After that we 
prefer to ignore all birthdays that are not 
actually forced upon our notice with pres- 
ents of diamond tiaras or ropes of pearls. 
That is until we have covered the painful 
intervening space with more or less grace. 
Then we begin to take a certain pride in 
things again and old ladies have been 
known to tack on a year or two from sheer 
“swank;” if one must be old, dash it * 
we will be old enough to be remarkable 
ladies for our age, anyway! 

It is those intervening years between 
and 65 that are so tiresome. It is awful to 
have the period prolonged to over 100. It 
seems an opportune moment to suggest 
embodying some arrangement in this sug- 
gested new calendar by which we can jump 
sixty years—straight from the charming 
thirties to the hundred. Middle things are 
so horrid! Middle quality materials, mid-

Of course, if she’s 
a fortune-teller or the expressman’s grand- 
mother she may conceivably be an “old 
woman,” but in our set she must inevitably 
be an “old lady.” It is rather subtle, be- 
cause it is distressingly bad form to say 
“young lady” or “middle-aged lady” in our 
set—the lady in that case is reserved ex- 
clusively for the young person at the no- 
tion counter or for the cook's visitor.

GLENDALE, Jan. 10.—The Trus- 
tees are taking rapid steps toward 
the repairing of the wash in North 
Glendale so that the residents in that 
section will not have their property 
damaged by the overflow. 

Street Superintendent Tarr has been 
instructed to take immediate steps to- 
ward heaving a cement wall erected in 
the places where the wash runs 
through the city. In some places wire 
and brush will be used to check the 
fiow of water. During the summer 
months the wash has been channeled 
and is now in better condition to re- 
ceive the winter waters than it has 
been for several years. The county 
officiais and the Pacific Blectric Rail- 
way Company are going to work in 
conjunction in the erection of a sub- 
stantial bridge over the wash where 
the railway crosses it 
boulevard.

LONG BEACH, Jan. 10.—Holding

SANTA CLARA RAMS LAUNCH

AN PEDRO, Jan. 10.—The steam-' 


er Santa Clara, outward bound, 

tonight struck and sunk the steam 
ferry launch Blanche. Daniel Fitz- 
gerald, 38 years old, captain of the 
Blanche, was drowned and Thomas 
Willis, 23 years old, engineer of the 
Blanche, was rescued by a lifeboat 
from the Santa Clara.

mixing the air or causing proper —— 
tilation. All of these processes a 
necessary for good results.

Coal fields 
become exhausted, or even where there is 
still coal, as in England, it has to be 
brought up from vast depths in the earth at 
immense cost. Our own oil measures in Cali- 
fornia are said to contain fuel enough for 
two or three centuries. But the water cur- 
rents of the Sierras and the Coast ranges 
of mountains afford electric power just as 
long as the sun draws the water from the 
surface of the ocean, as long as the winds 
drive thig vapor inland and the cold air on 
the mountain top condenses it into rain and 
snow. There is a phrase cvrrent, “as long 
as grass grows and water runs,” and that is 
the only limit of time put to this source of 
mechanical power in this country by the 
Western Sea. 

With population increasing as it is in this 
part of the world, broadening our markets 
for manufactured products, and with. all 
kinds of raw material at hand, from now on 
will be the era of manufacturing develop- 
ment all along these shores of the Western 
Sea. The grazing era and the mining era 
gave place to general farming and fruit- 
growing. These industries are well devel- 
oped, and now comes the year of manufac- 
turing development. And remember, we not 
only have our home market, but opposite 
us on the shores of the Pacific in Asia there 
is an aggregate population of 800,000,000 hu- 
man beings needing all sorts of fabrics of

and traitorously disrupted the 
Republican party in the United States 
the government has gone out of the 
hands of that party and gone into the 
hands of a party which ow every im- 
portant national question in fifty years 
the great majority of our people has 
juiged to stand” for principles un- 
American and unsafe, and therefore 
not for the best interests of the people 
asa. whole. This disapprobation of 
the Democratic partv on the part of 
the people of the United States has 
touched the attitude of that party con- 
-cerning the Civil War, concerning re- 
|organization of the States after the 
| war, concerning our fiscal and finan- 
jcial policies, and every other impor- 
tant question that has-come up. That 
the majority of the people of the coun- 
try are of the same opinion still is 
manifest in the vote cast November 5, 
1912. The total vote of the country 
was but little larger than in the Presi- 
dential election of 1908, and the popu- 
lar vote for Mr. Wilson was but little 
larger than that for Mr. Bryan, al- 
though the Democratic candidate was 
elected, while the one of the former oc- 
casion was defeated. 

The greatest question affected by 
this change of government at the pfes- 
ent time is the fiscal policy of the 
United States. The Democratic party 
has no more changed its attitude 
touching the tariff than the Ethiopian 
in the parable could change his skin or 
the leopard his spots. The leaders of 
the party are simply a little more 
diplomatic and politic, removing their 
hearts from their coat sleeves and hid- 
ing them away in order to secure votes 
enough to carry its candidates into 
office and its members to the public 
crib. We do not deny that there is 
something favorable to the country’s 
interests in. this political diplomacy, 
but the question is; how much. 

It may be that the protective tariff 
has been a selfish thing. -We would 
| even say very selfish. [But is it less so 
_ than the selfishness of. free trade? 
|What the free traders, revenue-tariff 
men and low-tariff men have in their 
minds every time is some selfish ad- 
vantage. The man who believes most 
unquestionably in the nearest to radi- 
cal free trade holds that opinion be- 
cause he thinks that he among others 
will be better off under that fiscal sys- 
tem than under a protéctive tariff. 

What we would plead for is the 
general advantage not of an individual, 
not of a class, not of an interest, not 
of that of labor pure and simple or that 
of capital pure and simple, but for the 
general good of all the people of all 
classes, laborer and_ capitalist, pro- 
ducer and _consumer, emplover and 
employee, manufacturer ard farmer all 
alike. 

The best way to clinch an argu- 
ment is to bring it as near home as 
possible to as many individuals as we 
may. The change of administration 
attempts to strike directly at one— of 
California’s principal industries, the 
production of oranges and lemons. 
When the Democratic party did not 
control the whole government a verv 
large proportion of its members in 
Congress favored the removal of all 
duties levied upon imported lemons. 
Had the party members in Congress 
been able to do it, such a law would

If the duties are lowered to 
any great degree either the industrv 
must perish in California or every per- 
son concerned in it) from the owner of 
the groves to the poorest paid person 
who handles the crop must be satisfied 
with less results upon the investment 
|of capital and of hours of labor. To 
destroy the industry would be to con- 
fiscate the means of a large number of 
people—amounting in tne aggregate 
to millions of dollars. To lessen the 
income will be to confiscate a portion 
of this wealth. Again, to destroy the 
industry would be to put out of em- 
ployment thousands of men and 
women, boys and girls. To lower the 
tariff and thus lessen the income from 
lemon groves would be to cut down. 
the wages now received by these men 
and women, boys and girls. The ex- 
tent of the cut will depend upon the 
extent to which the tariff is lowered. 


Where foreign lemons are grown 
labor is paid from 10 cents a day given 
small children to help handle the fruit 
to about 50 cents a day paid mature 
men who do the heavy work. It-is a 
Safe. guess that if all the wages paid in 
Sicily in the lemon industry were di- 
vided by the total number of hands 
employed in the industry the wages 
would not come to more than 30 cents 
a day, if to that much. In California 
the young people employed in packing 
lemons make about $1 a day. or ten 
times the lowest wages paid in Sicily, 
and the full-grown men who do the 
work in the orchards are paid not less 
than $2 a day ranging up to $2.50, or 


paid in Sicily.. 

We will not attempt to dery that a 
just basis for an argument in favor of 
free trade might be found if the people 
of the United States as a whole were 
likely to get a sufficient supply of lem- 
ons of as good quality as those grown 
in California for a substantially less 
price than they are paying now one 
month with another ard one vear with 
another as a result of the removal of 
the duties. And that is where we 
want the ear not only of the lemon 
growers of California, but of all the 
people of the United States. It might 
be well worth while to face the prob- 
lem of sending $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 
a year out of the country to pay for our 
lemons instead of keeping that money 
at home to enrich our own people if 
the people generally were-to enjoy a 
substantial benefit by that policy. — It 
might be well to make up the deficit in 
our revenues by levying a higher tariff 
on some other imports or to levy a 
tariff on imports now admitted duty 
free, on tea, for example, which is not 
produced on a large scale at a commer- 
cial profit in America. 

We seldom indulge in the danger- 
ous experiment of prophesying the fu- 
ture, neither do we hesitate in reason- 
ing from past experience. It is for but 
a few years that California lemons 
have. been produced in sufficient quan- 
tity to enter into competitioa with 
those imported. It is an absolute fact 
that, speaking generally of the course 
of the market month by month and 
year by year during this interval of. 
time, the people of the country gener- 
ally have enjoyed a larger supply of 
lemons of better quality at a lower 
price than when the importers had a

out. “Of course, we are not counting each 
individual star,” he said, “that would take 
us a hundred years. We are counting vari- 
ous areas of the sky which, in the aggre 
gate, amount to one-tenth of the total area, 
and then the amount will be multiplied by. 
ten. The counted areas have been selected 
on a system which should yield a fair aver- 
age, so that the final figure—probably a 
total of something over 50,000,000—will »e 
approximately correct.” 

Mr Chapman explained that the counting 
is carried out by means of photography. 
The whole sky has been photographed, 206 
plates, each sixteen inches square, being 
necessary. Each plate records from 60,- 
000 to 800,000 starry images, the result of 
two hours’ exposure in the southern hem- 
isphere, or two hours twenty minutes in 
the northern herisphere. By using a spe- 
cially-designed ien-inch chromatic lens, 
stars of great faintness, down to the six- 
teenth and seventeenth magnitudes, have 
thus lef‘ an impression on the plate. The 
star images are then counted under a high- 
power microscope. Here again a short cut 
to an average is taken. To count every 
image on a single plate would take two as- 
sistants a fortnight, so only sample areas 
on the plate are examined, and the aver- 
age for the whole plate is arrived at by a 
simple proportion sum. The plates are 
ruled into sections by “reseau” lines one 
degree apart, then a small square is 
marked out at the center of the plate and 
other squares and rectangles of a definite 
area marked out by measuring in progres- 
sive stages of three degrees starting from 
the center to any part of the plate. The

By these means the two assistants who do 
the counting are able to deal with aboat 
two plates in three days. While the plate 
is being surveyed, it is fixed in a frame, 
with a trilliant licht behind it, so that the 
faintest star speck shall be visible. Bven 
so, it requires'a trained eye to perceive the 
dimmer images. After the first two 
months of work, one of the counted plates 
was re-examined, and twice as many stars 
as were previously recorded were per- 
ceived. This was explained by the fact 
that the eyes of the assistants had be- 
come trained to the delicacy of the work, 
and the two months’ work had to be done 
over again. 

“The density of the star clusters varies 
enormously,” continued Mr. Chapman. “In 
some places we find a hundred stars in an 
area of forty square minutes, while in other 
p'aces it takes an area of 800 square min- 
utes to get sixty stars. But our average 
should be reasonably accurate, as when we 
have finished we shall have counted the 
stars in 5000 separate regions of the sky. . 

“With regard to the magnitudes of the 
stars we are not satisfied by our rough 
comparisons with the collection of dots, 
and correct our estimates by a method 
which insures accuracy °3 absolute as we 
can get it.

In one case the magnitudes are known; it 
is merely a matter of careful comparison 
to arrive at the magnitudes of the others.”

618. The standardizing photographs for 
the northern hemisphere are being taken 
at Greenwich, but the work is being de- 
layed through lack of clear weather.

The photographs were originally the 
property of the well-known astronomer, 
Mr. Franklin-Adams, F.R.A.S., who died a 
few weeks ago. All the original photo 
graphs of the northern hemisphere were 
taken by him and his two assistants at his 
observatory on Mervel Hill, in Surrey, and 
those of the southern hemisphere were 
taken abroad in accordance with. arrange- 
ments made by him. He first proposed to 
count the stars himself, but decided that 
the task was too much for him and handed 
his unique collection of negatives to the 
Astronomer Royal.

Again, the chances in favor of a soldier's 
returning will vary considerably, according 
as he is officer or man. An officer has a 
much poorer chance of emerging safe from a 
war than a man in the ranks has. In the 
Franco-German war the German officers 
ran twice as much risk of being killed as 
their men, and their chance of being wound- 
ed was as three to one. The British officer 
in the past has run greater risk than that, 
owing to his foolish practice of unneces- 
sarily exposing himself; and even as late as 
the Boer war, the proportion of officers to 
men killed was approximately as one is to 
nine, while the proportion based on eqval 
chances would have been but as one is to 
thirty. 

But these figures do not represent an 
officer's real chance of returning, because he 
has a much better prospect of escaping death 
by sickness than his men have, and in war 
for every man killed in battle many die 
from sickness. In the British army the pro- 
portion of disease deaths is much greater 
than in any other owing to British cam- 
paigns being largely carried on in bad 
climates. 


But the deaths by bullet would be greater | 


~-—out of all proportion if it were not for the 
fact that it takes a terrible lot of ammuni- 
tion to kill a soldier. 

Of all the silly sayings that are current in 
the English language, | know of none more 
untrue than the one that affirms that every 
bullet has its billet. 

If every bullet fired in war féund)\a billet, 
armies would be annihilated aa a in 
the proceedings, and “peace at any price” 
propagandists would get a much more re- 
spectful hearing than is the case at present. 


In the Crimean war, about 1200 rounds of 
small-arm ammunition and a quarter of a 
ton of shot_and shell were fired to account 
for the downfall of one soldier. 


In the Franco-German war, the Germans 
fired 30,000,000 needle-gun cartridges and 
363,000 rounds from cannon. The total 
“bag” was 77,000 Frenchmen, which gives 
390 bullets and nearly five shot and shell for 
every corpse. 

I haven’t the figures for the Boer war, but 
I imagine that they would not be much 
different from those last given, notwith- 
standing the great improvement the inter- 
vening thirty years made in soldiers’ marks- 


order, and take advantage of every bit of 
cover. 

If we take the seven biggest wars of the 
last century, and reduce the casualties in 
them to the terms of the betting ring, we 
arrive at the conclusion that in war it is 
twenty-two to one against a soldier being 
killed and twelve to one against his dying of 
disease. If we consider the British army by 
itself, we get the odds against being killed 
or dying of disease as twenty to one and 
eleven to two respectively.

America will reduce our big butcher bills. 
In Costa Rica there are large ranches be- 
longing to the banana planters where work- 
ing cattle for the plantations are reared. The 
United Fruit Company has some dairy cows 
ana its men tell me that the grass there 
makes excellent beef. Indeed, there is 
money to be made in raising stock, all the 
way from Panama to Mexico. These high- 
_lands have fine pastures and the stock 
| brings good prices. In upper Panama they 
are now raising beef for Colon and Panama 
City, and the futvre meat supply of the canal 
may come from there.

If there is anything I despise it is a vul- 
gar display of wealth, especially when you 
haven't the wealth, and so | bought second- 
class tickets.

The second-class coupes are uncarpeted, 
dirty and uncomfortable. The seats are 
without springs and the backs without 
stuffing, and the people who travel therein 
are not entirely devoted to personal. cleanli- 
ness. Of course, as a patriotic American 1! 
believe that all men are equal, but | am 
compelled to concede that they are not 
equally well-washed, and verily, an Irish 
second-clase car is very second-class in- 
deed. 

There may be lovelier spots on this earth 
than the country between Queenstown and 
Cork, but I have never seen them. The 
country is a broken, wild, yet cultivated 
scene of vines, and foliage and bloom; of 
beautiful streams and quaint architecture; 
of bridges and arches; of subterranean and 
rustic effects: of castles reéling against 
the sky beyond; of crumbling walis and of 
speaking watch towers, vocal with the mnu- 
sic of many strange birds. The bright, 
glowing emerald verdure mantied not alone 
the hills and meadows, and waved its fresh 
plumes from the pines and shrubs, but it 
climbed the sides of old houses, and waved 
around the chimney tops, and embroidered 
the summits of stone walls, and invaded 
even the track of the tron horse. 

On our left the sunshine danced all over 
“the smiling waters of the River Lee,” and 
the bells of Shandon stole their sweet mel- 
ody even into the rattling rail ear. 

To an eye accustomed to the broad sweep 
of Pacific Coast landscapes, Ireland looks 
like a vast checker-board of green with its 
primrose and hawthorn> hedges and fences 
dividing the land into five-acre or one-acre 
lots. The farms are certainly well kept, 
and there is no appearance of want, much 
less of famine.

Then 
you ride for it in a bee line over gates, 
fences, ditches, fields and roads. But as 
you cannot always depend upon sufficient 
possibilities of contusion in the ordinary 
steeple-chase, another has been invented to 
meet the desired want. It consists in hav- 
ing a piece of meat that has been in cold 
storage for a year or so, fastened to a rope 
and dragged over a circuit of five or six 
miles. The party who, on foot, maps out 
the route, takes a just pride in short turns, 
in wide ditches, in high stone walls, and in 
deep guiches with steep banks. When all 
is ready, the hounds are let loose, who run 
on the trail left by the beef, and it is the 
business of the steeple-chasers to follow 
the hounds. The theory seems to be that 
a horse can go wherever a dog can, and 
that a man can ride wherever a horse can

Instead they grab 
their telephones with one accord and ask 
the operator “What are the bells ringing 
for?” It fairly swamps the exchange when 
two hundred or so calls rain down on it at 
once, as ‘is often the case.

[Tit-Bits:] The splendid tribute whic 


Field-Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood paid a few | 


days ago to the late Melton Prior, when he 
unveiled a memorial to the famous artist- 
correspondent of the Illustrated London 
News in the crypt of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
was in no sense exaggerated. Prior was one 
of the greatest war artists of modern times, 
and in these days of cable, telegraph, and 
camera it is not easy to realize the condi- 
tions under which he and his contemporaries 
worked. As Sir Evelyn remarked, Prior 
would probably be the last of the artist-cor- 
respondents, for today the camera has taken 
the place of sketch-book and pencil. 


Altogether Prior weut through thirteen | 


campaigns, dating from the Ashanti War in 
1874 to the Russo-Japanese fight of 1903. He 
was present during the Servian and Turko- 
Russian campaign of 1876. He witnessed the 
destruction of Baker Pasha’s troops at El 
Teb in 1884, and was with Wolseley’s relief 
expedition which went up the Nile in the 
same year. An incident related in his re- 
cently-published biography provides a strik- 
ing illustration of his intrepid character 
and the conditions under which he. worked. 
In one campaign he got close up to the 
firing line, and while the shells hurtled 
around him he lay behind a hillock and 
coolly sketched the scene. “Il was very 
funky, but I got what I wanted,” he says, 
simply.

the brain. Habitual attacks of anger hasten 
the deterioration of the arteries. 

Worry, grief, hate, or other disturbing 
emoiions with some subjects cause diarrhoea 
or vomiting. In any event, allow a disturb- 
ing emotion to control you and the entire 
functioning of the body is thrown out of 
normal. If this happens periodically and 
habitually the physical system becomes at 
length permanently deteriorated. 


Temperature During Sleep. 

Excess of bed-clothes and warm, impure 
air--particularly when ecrcntaminated with 
tne combustion of gas, cause disturbance in 
sleep and lassitude upon waking in the 
morning. The  bed-cloth'1g should. be 
neither more zor less than actually re- 
quired and the bedroom should be full of 
cool tonic air. It is a great mistake to re- 
tire in a room excessively heated, the 
heat cooling down during the night. Cold, 
dead air has an almost unbearable rank- 
ness and is much more chilling than cold, 
fresh air. The circulation of the air itself 
induces a certain amount of warmth. Fur- 
thermore, the alteration of the temperature 
during the night, while the occupant of the 
room sleeps, and is unconscious of the ne- 
cessity of extra covers, causes a lowering 
of the body’s temperature and a conse- 
quent loss of vitality. | 7 

Whether the chamber be large or small, 
ventilation is equally a necessity. The 
only difference between the large and the 
small chamber is that the good air in the 
large room may last a little longer than in 
the other. But the ultimate result is the 
same. 

After preprring entirely for bed, a soft 
woolen dressing robe and slippers may be 
donned, the heat turned off and the win- 
dows opened wide. After breathing the air 
deeply into the lungs for a few minutes, the 
subject is ready to slip between the cov- 
ers to. sleep comfortably until morning. 


For Eye Strain. 


When you are compelled to subject your 
eyes to severe and continued strain it is 
well to have within easy access some ice, or 
some very cold water. If the eyes ache and 
throb, make a little compress of cracked 
ice and lay it over the eyes. Remove it 
when the eyes becon: too cold. There will 
be a reaction, the blood rushing back to the 
organs. When this occurs, the compress 
may be laid on again. If ice is not obtain- 
able, the cold-water treatment, during 
which time the mind is utterly relaxed, so as 
to rest the nerves, wiil return you to your 
work greatly refreshed. Sometimes the

FRED WELSH, THE VEGETA- 
RIAN. 


“BRefore 1 commenced my boxing career 
I experimented with different diets and 
foods with a view of finding - diet that 
would produce the very best results in en- 
durance, speed and stamina. After a cou- 
ple of years of research and experiment- 
ing upon myself while I was a boy, I finally 
came to the conclusion that I produced 
much more strength, speed, endurance and 
stamina while training on a non-meat diet. 
It was because I convinced myself of the 
greater practical results of a vegetable diet 
that I abstained from meat when I entered 
the boxing profession. 

“For two years, while I lived in this mod- 
est way, | was a strict vegetarian and | 
have never felt better in my life. 

“I do not abstain from meat from a sen- 
timental reason, but from the practical 
good results I get from a non-meat diet. 
Consequently, when I am confronted with 
the choice of putting up with the food 
offered at hotels and cafes, or going en- 
tirely without food, I fall in line and just 
become a human sheep and just graze with 
the herd on whatever food the chef serves. 

“I am sorry that the circumstances and 
the environment in which I am compelled 
to live as a boxing man makes it impos- 
sible for me to live as strictly free from un- 
clean and malnutritious food as I would 
like. I would like it known that I believe 


better results can be secured physically 
and mentally from two meals a day thor- 
oughly Fletcherized, with meat entirely 
eliminated.”

“Anybody who can get along without eat- 
ing meat must be ‘bugs.’ Welsh must

That’s 
the only thing I pass up. Instead of cof- 
fee, I drink tea.” 


FROM JOE RIVERS. 


“Welsh has the right idea, I believe. I 
like vegetables very much and don't care 
a whole lot for meat, but I haven't reached 
the point yet where I can go the limit and 
say: ‘No more meat for me.’ 

“When I am training I frequentiy eat 
meat only once a day. My bill of fire for 
one day shapes up something like this:
